FORTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF 

THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL  SOCIETY  OF  THE 

CITY  OF  CHICAGO 


The  forty-fifth  annual  meeting  of  the  Hospital  Society  was  held  in  the  chapel 
of  the  hospital  on  Tuesday,  January  17,  1928,  at  one  o'clock  p.  m.,  there  being 
about  sixty  members  and  guests  present. 

Mr.  Frank  S.  Shaw,  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  was  in  the  chair, 
and  Mr.  Alfred  T.  Carton,  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  acted 
as  Secretary. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Dr.  William  H.  Boddy,  pastor  of  The  First  Presby- 
terian Church. 

Moved  and  carried  that  the  minutes  of  the  last  previous  annual  meeting  be 
approved  as   rendered. 

Mr.  James  A.  Patten,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  presented  a 
condensed  financial  report  for  the  previous  year,  showing  a  small  gain  from 
operations,  reference  being  made  to  the  full  report  made  by  the  auditor  and  to  be 
included  in  the  year  book. 

The  President  then  called  upon  the  various  committees  for  reports.  Mr. 
Charles  J.  Rittenhouse,  chairman  of  the  executive  committee,  Mr.  Horace  W. 
Armstrong,  chairman  of  the  medical  school  and  university  committee,  Mr.  Alfred 
T.  Carton  for  the  advisory  committee  and  Mr.  John  B.  Drake,  chairman  of  the 
house  and  building  committee,  each  duly  presented  their  reports.  The  report  of 
Mr.  Solomon  A.  Smith,  chairman  of  the  finance  committee,  was  read  by  Mr. 
James  B.  Forgan,  Jr.  All  of  the  reports  above  noted  were,  upon  motion  duly 
made,  seconded  and  carried,  ordered  accepted  and   placed  on  file. 

The  President  then  called  upon  Miss  M.  Helena  McMillan,  principal  of  the 
school  of  nursing,  Mrs.  C.  Frederick  Childs,  newly  elected  president  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  Board,  Rev.  Dr.  Ware,  chaplain,  and  Mr.  Asa  S.-  Bacon, 
superintendent  of  the  hospital,  all  of  whom  responded. 

The  President  then  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  reports  of  the  various 
chairmen  of  committees  and  officers  of  the  society  constituted  his  report,  adding 
a  few  words  as  to  the  future  policy  of  the  hospital. 

Mr.  Theodore  A.  Shaw  reported  for  the  nominating  committee  naming  for 
members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  class  of  1931  the  following:  John  B. 
Lord,  James  A.  Patten,  Frank  S.  Shaw,  John  W.  Scott,  Alfred  T.  Carton  and 
Robert  Stevenson,  Jr. 

There  being  no  other  nominations  presented,  it  was  moved  and  carried  that 
the  Secretary  cast  the  ballot  of  the  meeting  for  the  gentlemen  named  and  they 
were  duly  declared  elected  managers  of  the  Society  to  serve  until  the  third  Tuesday 
of  January,  1932,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  elected. 

On  motion  duly  made,  seconded  and  carried  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  is  hereby  amended  by  changing 
the  words  "and  a  Secretary,"  in  the  first  line  of  the  third  paragraph  to  read 
"a  Secretary  and  an  Assistant   Secretary," 

And,  Further,  Resolved,  That  Section  numbered  IV  entitled  "Of  the  Secre- 
tary" of  the  By-Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  new  paragraph  to 
read  as  follows  : 

"The  Assistant  Secretary  shall  possess  all  the  powers,  and,  in  the  absence  of 
the  Secretary,  exercise  all  the  duties  of  the  Secretary." 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

The  story  of  the  operations  of  the  hospital  are  well  told  in  the  various  reports 
as  they  appear  in  the  succeeding  pages  of  our  year  book.  I  call  your  attention, 
however,  to  a  few  outstanding  features. 

The  Board  of  Managers  purchased  last  year  at  an  expenditure  of  $74,829.88 
various  pieces  of  real  estate,  facing  Hermitage  Avenue  and  West  Congress  Street, 
to  the  end  that  future  expansion  of  the  hospital  be  provided  for  if  and  when 
found  necessary. 

The  report  of  the  House  and  Building  Committee  shows  that  we  expended 
last  year  for  maintenance  and  repairs  upwards  of  $85,000.  This  is  an  item 
which  is  increasing  every  year  by  reason  of  the  age  and  increased  wear  and  tear 
of  the  buildings. 

In  the  matter  of  education  and  research  the  hospital  is  spending  more  money 
annually  than  it  ever  did  before,  Our  new  laboratory,  completed  a  little  over 
a  year  ago,  has  proved  of  vast  importance  in  the  affairs  of  the  hospital  and 
generally  in  the  matter  of  research  and  education.  In  addition  to  the  usual  number 
of  internes,  the  College,  with  permission  from  the  Board  of  Managers,  has  added 
a  course  of  hospital  clerkship  for  third  year  students.  These  clerks  assist  the 
internes  and  so  equip  themselves  for  better  service  as  future  internes  in  the  various 
hospitals  where  they  will  serve.  This  additional  service  has  substantially  increased 
the  hospital  expenses  and  careful  calculations  made  by  our  auditor  show  that  the 
hospital  is  spending  about  $100,000  annually  for  educational  service.  This  money 
is  well  spent  in  that  medical  science  is  distinctly  advanced  and  service  to  the 
individual  patient  thereby  improved.  Our  work  for  charity  cost  about  the  same 
in  1927  as  it  did  in  1926.  A  greater  number  of  persons  have  been  directly  bene- 
fited, however,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  average  stay  in  the  hospital  has 
been  substantially  decreased,  so  that  the  investment  has  helped  a  larger  number 
of  persons  than  before.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  money  expended  by  the  hospital 
for  charity  and  education  still  exceeds  the  income  from  its  Endowment  Fund.

It  is  with  profound  sorrow  that  we  record  the  death  of  Dr.  B.  McPherson 
Linnell,  for  many  years  a  member  of  our  medical  staff.  Dr.  Linnell  was  loved 
by  all  who  knew  him  and  his  loss  is  keenly   felt. 

I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  splendid  service  given  by  our  medical  and 
surgical  staff,  the  nursing  staff,  and  the  superintendent  and  his  administration. 
Friends  of  the  hospital  always  take  justifiable  pride  in  the  wholehearted  service 
given  by  our  force  throughout  the  hospital.  I  also  wish  to  express  our  appreciation 
to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  for  the  excellent  work  which  the  members  are 
doing  continually  in  the  hospital.

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THE  TWENTY-FIFTH   (25th)   ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 


Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers: 

The  report  of  the  School  of  Nursing  for  1927  is  respectfully  submitted: 

The  routine  nursing  of  the  hospital  has  been  carried  by  an  average  staff  of 
55  graduate  nurses  and  124  advanced  students — a  total  of  179  in  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital.  The  School  has  had  enrolled  an  average  of  214  students,  167  in  the 
advanced  group  and  47  in  the  preliminary  class,  while  a  graduate  staff  of  66  execu- 
tives, instructors  and  supervisors,  Director  and  Assistants  makes  a  grand  total  of 
280.  Of  these  9  graduates  and  all  students,  when  on  duty  at  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  are  in  residence  at  the  Sprague  Home,  the  remaining  57  graduates  being 
non-resident. 

Besides  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  students  are  privileged  to  secure  special 
forms  of  nursing  experience  in  other  Chicago  hospitals  and  public  health  organ- 
izations. 

This  year  19  student  nurses,  an  average  of  6  at  a  time,  have  spent  1,738 
days  at  the  Durand  Contagious  Hospital ;  15  students,  averaging  4,  1,593  days  at  the 
Chicago  State  Hospital ;  14  students,  with  an  average  of  4,  1,425  days  at  the  Chi- 
cago Lying-in  Hospital ;  62  students,  6  at  a  time,  2,185  days  at  the  Central  Free 
Dispensary ;  8  students,  one  only  at  a  time,  472  days  with  the  Chicago  Visiting 
Nurse  Association.  In  the  Out  Obstetrical  Department  of  Rush  Medical  College 
43  student  nurses,  3  at  a  time,  have  been  on  duty  1,241  days.  They  attended  162 
pre-natal  clinics,  made  3,785  calls  in  the  homes  and  cared  for  821  patients. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  nursing  for  the 
patients  of  the  hospital  and  to  this  end  the  corps  of  graduate  nurses  has  been 
maintained.  These  not  only  do  a  proportion  of  the  day  nursing  of  the  private 
patients  but  carry  the  responsible  night  duty  throughout  the  hospital.  They  form 
the  staff  of  head  nurses,  supervisors,  instructors,  executives  and  are  fully  occupied 
carrying  out  the  program  of  nursing  the  patients  and  teaching  the  students  of  the 
school. 

A  daily  average  of  75  graduate  nurses  have  accomplished  27,349  days  of  special 
duty  nursing ;  the  North  nurse  192  days'  care  to  191  patients :  the  Gladys  Foster 
nurse  260  days  to  241  patients. 

There  have  been  lost  from  duty  by  student  nurses,  through  vacation,  leave  of 
absence  and  other  causes,  8,242  days.  Of  this  number  1,807  days  have  been  due 
to  259  cases  of  illness  on  the  part  of  165  students.  The  average  number  of  days 
lost  has  been  eleven,  the  maximum  56  and  the  minimum  one-half  day.  An  unusual 
record  of  16  cases  of  appendicitis,  with  subsequent  operations,  accounts  for  240^4 
days.  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  given  1,167  days'  care  to  the  School ;  Durand 
Contagious  Hospital  23  days,  the  remaining  617  days  being  spent  in  the  Sprague 
Home. 

There  are  on  record  178  personal  interviews  with  young  women  interested 
in  entering  the  school;  1,325  written  inquiries:  224  formal  applications  of  which 
105  were  accepted  and  93  entered.  Of  this  number  12  withdrew,  while  from  the 
entire  student  body  a  total  of  34  dropped  out  during  the  year. 

The  curriculum,  as  well  as  all  other  activities,  have  been  carried  through  as 
usual,  a  detailed  outline  of  which  is  given  in  the  annual  announcement  of  the  school. 

Our  graduates  now  number  918,  scattered  all  over  this  and  other  countries. 
There  are  enlisted  as  engaged  in  institutional  work  148 ;  public  health  44 ;  in 
private  duty  155.    In  the  Mission  field  there  are  13  while  9  others  are  living  outside 
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of  the  United  States.  Many  are  doing  advance  studying ;  two  have  secured  degrees 
in  medicine ;  6  are  full  time  students  at  Columbia  University ;  while  others,  in 
addition  to  holding  nursing  positions  are  carrying  part  time  work  at  the  University 
of  Chicago  or  at  other  educational  institutions. 

We  regret  to  report  the  death  on  February  27th  of  Mrs.  Lugarda  Finicle 
Bjorga,  class  of  1918,  and  of  Mrs.  Alice  Bowen  of  the  class  of  1909  on  Novem- 
ber 23. 

We  are  grateful  to  those  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  who  generously 
contributed  $850  to  establish  a  Loan  Fund  for  Student  Nurses,  a  need  becoming 
more  and  more  evident.  The  broad  outlook  and  generous  policy  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  towards  the  School  in  the  past  years  has  contributed  largely  to  its 
present  standing.  Much  appreciation  is  felt  for  this  liberal  attitude  of  the  Board 
and  gratitude  is  thankfully  expressed. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Ernest  E.  Hamill  means  the  loss  to  the  School  of  an  inter- 
ested and  active  friend  since  its  organization  in  1903  and  is  keenly  felt. 

To  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  we  return  most  grateful 
thanks  for  their  continued  interest  in  all  matters  affecting  the  school ;  to  Mr. 
Bacon  and  his  staff  for  their  forbearance  and  co-operation ;  to  Dr.  Dick  and  all 
members  of  the  medical  staff  for  their  ready  response  in  times  of  illness  and  for 
their  valued  aid  in  class  room  and  bedside  instruction ;  to  the  graduate  nurse  staff 
and  Alumnae  of  the  School  for  their  loyal  support ;  to  all  other  friends  who  by 
interest  or  effort  have  assisted  in  carrying  through  the  activities  of  the  year.
